They 
thonght that the President was going faster and further than 
prudence would warrant. A considerable majority of the 
members, elected during the heat of the war, objected to 
endanger the objects of the war recently closed by making the 
way back to political power and privilege so facile for States 
which had been in rebellion. They hesitated at the prospect 
of leaving the black population to the unrestricted legislation 
ef the white. They demanded more stringent guarantees for 
the emancipated slaves than those furnished by what they 
looked upon as a merely nominal abolition of involan- 
tary servitude, and more trustworthy pledges of loyalty 
to the Union than the President had seen fit to exact. 
In the spirit of these views they kept the doors of 
Congress closed against the Southern States, and framed 
successive bills for the protection of the coloured race. 
These bills, however, were vetoed by Mr. Johnson, and the 
dispute between the Executive and the Legislative depart- 
ments passed into a type of political virulence. Before sepa- 
rating, Congress, by a two-thirds majority, passed over the 
head of the President’s veto a Constitutional amendment, the 
effect of which, when adopted by the requisite number of 
States, will be to apportion representation in Congress, not, 
as heretofore, to the number of the population in each State, 
but to the number of its electors. 

Unfortunately for the success of his own policy, the Presi- 
dent, quitting his position as a moderator, descended to that 
of a partisan, and, with a view to obtain a national verdict in 
his favour, made 2 tour of agitation, in the prozress of which 
his self-will became more conspicuous than his sagacity as a 
statesman. He characterised Congress as a “ revolutionary 
body,” and darkly hinted at overbearing its authority. This 
was too much for the law-abiding people of the United States. 
What might have been the result of the late elections if Mr. 
Johnson had quietly allowed them to turn on the merits of 
his plan of reconstruction can only be conjectured ; bat it 
was readily foreseen that his want of self-restraint had so 
shaped the question to be decided that it was impossible he 
could win. And so it has turned out. Strong as the last 
Congress was in opposition to his will, the next will be 
stronger. He will not have a third of the votes in eith 
House in his favour. His power of veto will cease to be of 
service to him. No doubt, he will see the wiadom of accept- 
ing the adverse decision of the nation, and will conform bis

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE,

Paris, Thursday, Oct, 25, 

Tue Imperial family are again installed at St. Cloud, having taken 
their departure from Biarritz early on Sunday morning last. The 
Marquis de Lavalette, Minister of the Interior, who had been on a 
visit at the Villa Eugénie during the preceding fortnight, returned 
to Paris with the Imperial party. On Tuesday afternoon the 
Emperor and Empress drove through the Bois de Boulogne and the 
Champs Elysées to the Boulevards, thence back to St. Cloud, where 
they arrived shortly before dusk. They were very warmly cheered 
at different points of their route. 

The funeral of M. Thouvenel, formerly Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, who died at Paris last week, took place on Monday, at the 
Church of St. Sulpice, with a great display of state. There was the 
usual large military escort, with crowds of mourners, including 
many of the officers of the Emperor's household, and most of the 
present Ministers, who followed the body on foot from the deceased's 
residence at the Palace of the Luxembourg. M. Thonvenel held 
the high post of Grand Referendary in the Senate, in which it is 
believed he will be succeeded by Marshal Randon, who, it is well 
known, is anxious to resign the War portfolio, and whose successor 
in this case will, in all probability, be either Marshal Bazaine or 
Marshal Niel. 

The Pays, semi-official evening paper, still continnes throwing out 
feelers on the subject of the annexation of Belgium, although, in 
many instances, these feelers are nothing more than attacks on the 
liberal institutions of the country, which the Pays pretends has so 
strong a yearning to become French. A clever writer in the last 
number of the Revue Contemporaine puts this “ annexation” 
question, which can only be agitated so persistently with some 
ulterior motive, in the following bold light :—

those which were once our own. Even now, when so many changes have 
separated us, and led us into wicely different paths, a feeling of decency, not 
to say of dignity, should inapire us with a kind of veneration for it; it should 
not be forgotten that it represents a portion of our past, and that 
ties bind its history to our own. When we see a portion of the French press 
heaping invective upon Belgium, and unceasingly attacking institations 
which have given prosperity, happiness, 2nd honour; when we know that the 
writers and the organs which devote themselves to this work are in constant 
intercourse with the official agents of the French Government, we are driven 
in spite of ourselves to sad reflections, and cannot but inquire whether it be 
trne that a campaign is really opening, and that the public mind fs being 
prepared, a long time beforehand, for measures of “doubtful fraternity,” 
against our Belgian neighbours. 

One of the smartest of the non-political Paris papers, L’ Evénegent, 
has latterly come to grief. A month ago it published an le 
advocating the abolition of the tax imp sed on theatres for the 
benefit of the charitable institutions of the capital. This was 
assumed by the authorities to be a politico-economical subject, and 
one which an unstam newspaper was not allowed to discuss, 
The consequence was the institution of proceedings before the Tri- 
bunal of Correctional Police and the conviction of both editor and 
prmter to one month’s imprisonment and a fine of 100f., 
which conviction, being the second to which L’Evénement has 
been subjected, involves the suppression of the newspaper, the 
market value of which is some five or six thonsand pounds ster- 
ling. An appeal has been lodged against the judgment; but I very 
much doubt whether the result will be the setting of it aside, in 
which case the Figaro, which belongs to the same proprietor, is to 
come out daily instead of semi-weekly, and take the place, as far as 
practicable, of the suppressed journal, Talking of newspapers, I 
may mention that La Patrie, which has lately changed hands, and 
was said to have been purchased by the Crédit Foncier, has in 
reality been bought by M. Lebay, a leading shareholder in the 
Crédit Mobilier. 

M. Mirés, the once great speculative financier, is coming before 
the public again with a grand scheme for a sort of universal bank.

PRUSSIA, 

The Prince Royal celebrated his thirty-fifth birthday, on the 18th 
inst., at the Chateau of Paretz, near Potsdam, The public buildings

federation and the duchies of Mecklenburg were promulgated at 
Berlin on Tuesday. 

After a long delay, the obstacles in the way of an arrangement 
between Prussia and Saxony have been overcome; and the treaty of 
peace between them was signed on Sunday, at Berlin. [t was ratified 
on Wednesday, at Toplitz, whither the King of Saxony had repaired 
for the pu Saxony is to pay to Prussia a war compensation of 
10,000,000 thalers, and the Saxon army is to be dissolved.

THE UNITED STATES. 

Great excitement was produced throughout the country by + 
Washington telegram published by the Philedelphia Ledver to the 
effect that President Johnson had consulted the Attorney-G :nerat 
as to the constitutionality of a Congress comp sed of members from 
the Northern States alone, and asking if he would be justified in 
sending his message to an illegal Congreas ; if Congress had any 
right to exclude regularly elected members; and what steps the 
Constitution and his oath of office require him to take in order to 
secure the assemblage of a Constitutional Congress. The despatch 
further stated that the Attorney-General would give an opinion 
that would justify the President in taking a determinei stand 
against the recognition of the present Congress as a legitimate b ody.

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VENICE is free again. After more than half a century of 
undisturbed possession by Austria, who regained in 1814 
what had been hers from 1797 to 1805, Venice once more 
forms part of the kingdom of Italy. The splendid strong- 
holds of the Quadrilateral have been ceded one by one, in 
due form ; and Austrian soldiers have finally been withdrawn 
from the cities of the province, Venice herself being the last 
to lose sight of the symbols of German sway. The Lion of 
St. Mark looks down on freemen only, The event of the 


hour is a glorious one, and the Italians should be assured that 
the deepest sympathies of England are with them in this 
time of joy, 

No phrase of congratulation will remain unexhausted, and 
few of the memories which cling round the City of the Waters 





| will be uninvoked by the thousand pens that are now com- 
' memorating the enfranchisemert of the Sea-Cybele, The poets 


have paid such noble and incessant homage to Venice and her 


traditions that a splendid treasure-house of glowing imagery is 
| at the service of all who would garnish their greetings to the 


freed Venetians with finer thought than comes to the aid of 
ordinary men. Amid much that severe taste will disapprove— 


when he who does not feel must be reckoned lower in the 
ranks of humanity than he who inadequately expresses honest 
joy—we hope to find much, also, that is worthy of the occasion, 
The bridal garments will not all be overlaid with tinsel, but 
many of them will be worthy of the proud bride to whom 
they will be tendered. Yet the briefest gratulation may be 
the most welcome; and it will come from an island which, 
like Venice, exults in her frontier of sea and would not change 
it, if she could, for the fairest domains ever ceded to a con- 
queror. England rejoices in the freedom of Venetia. What 
more need be said ?—what more can be heeded in the hour 
of Italian happiness ? 

We know not whether any writer has pointed out one curious 
coincidence in Venetian history. It will be remembered that 
Venice was prosperous and flourishing until the long and 
terrible war with the Turks, in which Candia was besieged for 
twenty years, and in which the strain upon the resources of 
the Republic told fatally upon its welfare. Candia was lost, 
and historians assign to this period of struggle the main 
portion of the causes which enfeebled Venice, and in later 
years made her a prey. It is singular—is it entirely for- 
tuitous ?—that at the moment when Venice has cast away the 
foreign joke, and is re-entering, as the world hopes, upon a 
new age of honour and good fortune, Candia should be in 
insurrection, and battling to be restored to a Christian con- 
federation. 

All that the picturesque fancy of the Italians, stimulated 
by exulting patriotism, can do to render the event of the 
hour as famous as a spectacle as it is important as a fact will, 
of course, have been done, and he is fortunate who has been 
present to behold the bride of the Adriatic given away to her 
new lord, We shall not say of her— 

Thou wert a maiden city, fair and free, 
Who, when she deigned to wed, 
Discrownéd not her head 
To Monarohs, but espoused the glorious Sea. 

Venice, of her own will and desire, comes under the sway 
of the brave soldier-king whose name will be ever associated 
with the resurrection of the Peninsula, The betrothal will 
be as splendid as military parade can make it, but it will have 
other and nobler splendour. Not the most cynical will smile 
at the Idea which will be presented to Europe by the demon- 
strations at the entry of Victor Emmanuel. For once, what- 
ever of dramatic effect can be brought into a ceremonial will 
be lofty and appropriate ; and we do not envy the man who 
can scoff at what some will doubtless call the theatrical cha- 
racter of the proceedings. It is the highest praise that can be 
given to the dramatist’s art that no wordcan be found to describe 
a stately scene of regal and popular triumph except a word 
that brings a Shakspearean pageant before us. And the pen 
that gave us the galley of Cleopatra might find worthy work 
in immortalising the Bucentaur, Italy, however, has her own 
poets and her own memories, and she will do justice to the 
day of freedom. Venice may be called, as another Italian 
scene has been styled, a poem in stone ; but on the great day 
when colour and its manifold glories will aid the maguifi- 
cence of architecture, and when human life in one of its best 
aspects shall fill and crowd every corner of the scene, the 
Italians, sensitive as children, and excited by the newly-felt 
presence of freedom, may well deliver themselves over toa 
delight which it is not often given to a nation to experience. 

Not at such an hour would it befit the friends of Italy to 
intrude upon her with their cold but necessary warnings. Let 
her bave her full term of rejoicing; but, when that is over, 
the sincerest and best of those friends will be the most earnest 
in giving her counsel which she evidently needs, She has yet 
to learn the economical lessons which, in this age, are as 
essential to the education of a people as of an individual. 
And the first lesson we should venture to set before her—or, 
at least, the first illustration of a truth of which she must be 
convinced before the good work will be taken up in good 
earnest—we should take from the condition of her late 
enemy. We trust that Austria and Italy will in time be 
on neighbourly terms, but for years it is impossible that 
fierce memories should not exist between the peoples; and 
statesmen, who must be calmer, will for a long time 
labour in vain to cultivate a good understanding betweeu 
those who were the other day engaged in mutual slaughter, 
Therefore, at a time when Italy will not be displeased to mark 
all that is wrong with Austria, let it be pointed out to the 
former that Austria is weak, defeated, and bankrupt, not from 
the badness of her cause, as sentimentalists may urge, but 
simply because she was composed of several nationalities 
which she did not know how to fuse and to govern. Let Italy 
be assured that, if she is to be consolidated and prosperous, 
it can only be by a real as well as a nominal union, and 
by submission, not se much to statesmen as to the wisdom 
without which they do not deserve the name. Govern- 
ment is a science with fixed principles, and the nation 
that attempts to dispense with these may for a time 
enjoy a factitious triumph, but in the end must collapse in 
shame. The leading minds of Italy know where to look for 
advice, if they need it ; and if they need it and are too proud 
to follow counsel they will betray the future of their land. 
We do not believe that they will do this, but that, when the 
days of stormy exultation shall be over, they will make such 
an appeal to the kingdom of Italy (noble words to write) as 

















shall convince the people that the science of government is 
known by their rulers, and that it will be worked out reso- 
lutely. So we may hope to see the new and beautiful king- 
dom realising the exquisite thought of our own Laureate :-— 
Controlling, by obeying, Nature's powers, 
And gathering all the fruits of Earth, and crowned with all her flowers.

FINE ARTS. 


THE King of the Belgians has just sent 
Order of Leop: ld to Mr. Frith, R.A., and Mr. Stanfield, R.A.—two | 
of the English contributors to the exhibition in Brussels. In making 
this announcement, we may draw attention to the fact that whilst 
English artists receive honours from foreign States, foreigners are 
not even admitted into the Royal Academy as honorary members, 
much less rewarded by our Government. This lack of courtesy on 
the part of the Government 1s, however, the less surprising when we 
reflect how very small is the encouragement it extends to “native 
talent.” 

The announcement of the dilapidated state into which “ Byron's 
tomb” has been allowed to fall seems to have led to a proposal and 
endeavour among the people of Nottingham to raise a public monn- | 
ment to Lord Byron ; and, if possible, to have it placed in Poets’ 
Corner of Westminster Abbey. The promoters of this scheme make 
no reference to the fact that a lifesize statue of Byron, by no less a 
sculptor than Thorwaldsen—thongh, by-the-way, perhaps that 
artist’s worst failure—has already been offered to the authorities of 
the Abbey and declined ; and that this statue is now in Trinity 
College, Cambridge. At Cambridge, as at Westminster, objections 
appear to have been entertained against admitting the monument 
of a bitter seoffer at the Church into a sacred edifice; for it has 
found a resting-place in the college library, not in the chapel with 
those of Newton, Barrow, and Bacon—to which, also, that of 
Macaulay, reviewed by us last week, will soon be added. Here, 
certainly, is a little difhculty, which will divide public opinion more 
effectually than the questions “Shall Cromwell have a statue?” and 
“Shall we place it between those of ‘The Royal Martyr’ and ‘The 
Royal Pensioner of France’ his son?” No doubt it would offend 
the reasonable susceptibilities of many persons to see memorials 
of Byron and Shelley in Westminster Abbey, although no umbrage 
might be taken at monuments of other celebrities of older date whose 
opinions or character would perhaps hardly conform much more 
ck sely to a rigidly-religions Protestant standard. And yet, on the 
other hand, there are numbers who will contend that genius alone is 
enfficient title to honour, contemporary or posthumous ; and that it 
is scarcely fair and tolerant towards a particular writer, eligible as

A large proportion 
of the vestments into which the various stuffs were wrought wer 
resplendent with jewell« y and embroidery. The exhibition also 
comprised metal-work of many descriptions, such 
pastoral staffs, coronas, bronze lamps, 
ceneers ; together with innumerable other ecclesiastical utensils aud 
appointmenta, some ancient, but the bulk of them modern.

The “ National Wallace Monument ” on Abbey Craig, the erectio 
of which has been long suspended, is to be proceeded with, the 
building committee having a considerable sum in hand and feeling 
sanguine of receiving sufficient subscriptions for its completion. 

A bronze casting has been made of Michael Angelo’s colossal 
marble statue of David in front of the Palazzo Vecchio, Florence ; 
and it is proposed to substitute the reproduction for the original, 
which has stood for more than three centuries and a half exposed to 
all changes of ‘weather, and which will then be removed to the 
museum of the “ Pretorio.’ This celebrated statue (of which there 
is a plaster cast in the South Kensington Museum, presented by the 
late Grand Duke of Tuscany) is one of the few left complete by 
Michsel Angelo, and a noble work, although he laboured under the 
disadvantage of having to use a block of marble which had already 
been wrought upon by an inferior artist and was considered to have 
been spoiled. xe subject of the youthful David, with his sling, was 
chosen by the Signoria as intended to symbolise the just cause and 
power of the Florentine Republic in her resistance against 
oppression, 

valuable and extensive ethnographical and artistic collections 
of the late Mr. Henry Christie (the br k of which has been offere | 
by the trustees to the British Museum and accepted) will be tem- 
porarily shown to the public in the house in Victoria-street, West- 
minster, where they now are. The collections comprise a number of 
Greek vases and other classical antiquities : but they are more espe-

Sooner or Later. By Shirley Brooks. [Illustrated by G. du 
Maurier. Part I. (Bradbury, Evans,andCo.) We gladly welcome 


Mr. Shirley Brooks back to a field in which he has made brilliant

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Annals of a Quiet Neighbourhood, By George Macdonald, M.A. 
Hurst and Blackett.) Whoever has read the early part of “ David 
Elginbrod,” and the whole of “ Alec Forbes of Howglen,” will fall 
to with anticipations of delight upon three fresh volumes written by 
Mr. George Macdonald. Not many novelists can write so well as, 
and very few indeed can write better than, Mr. Macdonald. He has 
the poet's eye and the poet’s power; he has the heart of a lover of 
his kind ; he has the cultivated but not emasculated mind of a robust 
scholar; he is tinged with a philosophy somewhat mystic, perhaps, 
but pure and genial ; he can clothe thoughts which are beautiful, and 
original, and quaint in langaage which suits them perfectly ; and he 
has at his disposal a fund of unaffected drollery and quiet humour. 
He is especially attractive when he writes an idyll; and something 
of that kind isto be expected from the title of his new work. But 


He appears on this occasion in 
the character of a country parson, who records some expe- 


riences of his ministry in “a quiet neighbourhood.” One of 
the experiences relates to the manner in which he wooed 
and won his charming wife, and in describing it he displa 
much simple grace and pleasant dexterity, though the 
scene in wich he uses very strong language towards Captain 
Everard may seem faulty in taste and may jar upon the reader's 
feelings. Ther@ is rather more sermonising, also, than will be 
agreeable to those who either read for mere amusement or 
shrink from what is commonly called “ shop.” It was, of course, 
natural, if not inevitable, that the writer, in his capacity of a minister 
of religion, should introduce religious topics, and even religiovs dis- 
cussions, into his pages; but in such a case there is always the 
danger of preaching too long and of using expressions or promul- 

ting views which will offend the consciences of weak brethren. 
Nor has the author been altogether happy in his choice of characters 
and incidents.

SANITARY PROGRESS. 


ALL things are supposed to find their level upon principles well 
understood by peer economists, railway directors, and “ Mr, Alder- 
man 'Cute,” The north country station-masters put twelve or thirteen 
passengers, instead of ten, into a second-class carriage on a fiir day, 
and leave them to “sattle yourselves.” Half a neighbour)o xd is 
levelled by Act of Parliament for the pur 3 of a central janc!iou 
or a grand terminus, and its poor population is dispersed abroad fa 
from the great centres of employment, It is taken for granted that 
they will turn up again somewhere, like the piles which wer: dri cn 
into Chat Moss and travelled for miles by a mysterious undergroind 
railway of their own, or like the Royal lady who 
Sank at Charing Cross 
And roze again at Queen Hythe. 

Railway voracity does not weaken with years, and a “ Pneumatic " 
was recently anxious to take the vaults and cellars of houses 
and not buy the houses themselves. Still, the complaint which 
the poor have against railway directors is not so much that 
they knock down gs that they do not build up. It is the same 
with every other “board which has enabling and compulsory 
powers strong enough even to quell spirit of the old 
Forres dames, who told the baillies, “you may tak’ oor lives, 
but you shall no tak’ oor midden.” The plan for the new law court 
alone will turn out of their homes upwards of 3000 poor, to creep 
into any hole or corner they can find, They are driven, it is true, from 
spots whe re rents are high and fever higher, and where the entomologi 
who wandered about in worn-out aniform, shortly after the Crimean 
War, and asked for charity on the ground that “ I've seen my thou- 
exnds slain,” might justify his dark speech; but Government should 
not leave them at that point. If railway directors are not to have 
uch burdens cast upon them by their bill, Corporetions and other 
cr mpanie S might have statutory powers to procure sites when 
localities are reported unhealthy, and to build on them under certain 
sanitary regulations as to drainage and ventilation. Public loans, 
which flow freely enough in aid of farm drainage and cattle-plague 
funds, might have some of their rills diverted into this chann:! 
Such a cause deserves as much thought and energy as is nsually 
given to discussions whether or not a bed should be placed with 
its head to the north, or the texture of “the cloke that I left at 
Troas.” 

Woburn, Tincleton in Dorsetshire, Saltaire, Ackroydon, Miss 
Burdett Contts’s, the Leeds Model, and Langbourne Cottages, and 
several others, are already proofa of what may be done by stout 
hearts and hands. A new building, with 300 rooms, has arisen at 
Lausanne, which unites every comfort with six per cent ; and it is said 
to owe its being to the pictures of the Familistery at Guise, as given 
by the Builder. At Livge a row of twenty-one houses, all of them 
slightly different in character, have been built for £170 each. Alder- 
man Waterlow’s Improved Industrial Buildings have also recently 
paid a five per cent dividend, and £268 is appropriated to repairs and 
general purposes. ‘The Metropolitan Association has likewise received 
a site from the Marquis of Westminster at the nominal ground rent 
of £40, for the purpose of locating 149 families, His Lordship 
advanced the money on mortgage of the buildings, out of whose fire 
per cent return three goes to the Marquis and the rest to the 
association fund. 

Still, labour as philanthropists may, drainage is always their rock 
ahead, and its heavy rate send up the rent. The ceaspool is gra- 
dually becoming a thing of the past, but the privy vault and the 
sewers are on institution. The poison too often sinks in its river- 
ward course through the subsoil into the well; and even at the

Every experiment to deodorise water only ends in vanity and 
vexation, and by slow degrees the Rev. Henry Moule’s doctrine, 
that in household service it is cheaper to procure dry earth than to 
spoil water, meets with fuller acceptance. Mr, Wilson, of Edgington 

ains, speaks of Mr. Moule’s method as the only one which 

ractically effects the separation of the fertilising matter 
om the water in which it is contained, and points out that 
earth with much organic matter in it deodorises more rapidly 
i Ashes, soot, or charcoal may all be 

kept from wet; but 
dry earth or clay subsoil, small and well sifted, are the most active 
deodorisers. Hence the peculiar applicability of earth instead of 
water to closets. The earth must be supplied in detail and not in 
masses, and these layers are, in fact, the whole secret of the process, 
Its deodorising agency is so powerful that, when the deposits are 
removed and placed under cover, the mass smells like fresh loam, 
Every trace of the original and its accompaniments is so completely 
absorbed that the same earth can be used eight or ten times. The 
mesh through which it should be sifted is about a fourth of an

THE NEW LORD JUSTICE. 


Tue Right Hon. Sir Hugh 
M‘Calmont Cairns, who has re- 
signed the attorney-generalship 
of the present Conservative 
Government in order to accept 
the place of one of the Lo 
Justices of Appeal in the Court of 
Chancery, made vacant by the re- 
tirement of Sir James Knight 
Bruce, is one of the most esteemed 
members of the legal profession, 
and one of the ablest champions 
of his political party in the House 
of Commons. He is but forty- 
seven years of age, and seemed 
likely to have an important Par- 
liamentary career before him ; but 
it is understood that his health 
has latterly suffered from the 
fatigues of public life, combined 
with a laborious practice at the 
Bar. 

Sir Hugh Cairns is the second 
son of the late William Cairns, 
Esq., of Cultra, in the county of 
Down. He was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
was first in classics, and gained 
other honours. He came to London 
as a law student, and was called 
to the Bar at the Middle Temple 
in January, 1844. He soon ob- 
tained a good practice in the 
Chancery courts. He was elected 
M.P. for Belfast in 1852, as a 
supporter of Lord Derby’s first 
Administration. In 1856 he was 
made Q.C., and a Bencher of 
Lincoln’s Inn. In 1858, when 
Lord Derby came the second 
time into power, he was appointed 
Solicitor-General, and, of course, 
knighted. He thus naturally 
became the Attorney-General of 
the third Derby Administration 
formed last Midsummet, ———""_

H.M.S. WYVERN 

IN A SWELL OF THE ATLANTIC, 

THE double-turreted and tripod- 
masted  iron-clad steam-ram 
Wyvern, an Illustration of which 
was given in our Number of Dec, 
16, 1865, is one of the famous two 
steam-rams built by Messrs. Laird, 
of Birkenhead, for the Confederate 
States of America, and purchased 
by her Majesty’s Government to 
compromise the dispute as to the 
legality of their seizure for a breach 
of our peggy Soy the Ameri- 
can civil war. e Wyvern, under 
the command of Captain Hugh T. 
Burgoyne, formed part of the 
Channel squadron in its late cruise 
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in the Atlantic, and the sketch 
engraved on this page shows the 
figure she made when contending 
with a heavy sea and wind, on the 
23rd ult., with her bulwarks let 
down and her decks cleared 
for the manceuvres of action, 
Though rolling to the extent 
of eighteen or twenty degrees 
on each side, and often having her 
decks completely washed by the 
sea, her turrets and heavy 

two guns in each turret, coul still 
be satisfactorily worked. In this 
respect she has the advantage of 
all the other ironclads, as they 
cannot safely keep their ports up 
if rolling over fourteen degrees, 
Moreover, in a heavy swell, her 
hull being so low, it was at times 
entirely hidden, so that she would 
be a difficult object for an enemy 
to hit. On the other hand, she is 
extremely wet and uncomfortable, 
and certainly not safe as an ocean 
cruiser, She cannot do much in 
the way of sailing, and she is, as a 
steamer,very expensive. She would 
do admirably for lake defences in 
Canada, or harbour defences at 
home. 


PROGRESS OF THE 
PARIS INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION OF 1867. 


EXACTLY thirteen months ago— 
namely, on Sept. 25, 1865—the 
works connected with the Paris 
Exhibition of 1867 were com- 
menced in the rr: de Mars; 
and by the end of the month of 
March, 1866—a period of six 
months—this vast plain, extending 
from the Ecole Militaire on the 
one side to the Quai d’Orsay on 
the other, was levelled, and the 
foundations of the gigantic struc- 
ture which now occupies so large 
a portion of its surface were com- 
pleted ; of itself a most formidable 
undertaking, as these foundations 
contain no less than between 
11,000 and 12,000 cubic yards of 
masonry. 

On the Srd of April the first 
wooden scaffolding destined to 
raise those enormous columns of 
iron which support the galleries 
and the roof of the pa were 
erected, and since then isands 
of men have been daily at work 
upon the building. The hammer 
has incessantly resounded ; one by 
one those formidable pillars have 
been raised ; foot by foot the roof 
has been glazed in, and gradually 
the immense circle has been ex- 
tended, until it is finally com- 
pleted and the building is pro- 
nounced ready for the carpenters 
and decorators. Although every 
portion of the structure is very far 
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advanced, and there is no doubt about its being ready at the time spe- | 
cified—namely, April next—to the ordinary spectator who wanders 
through its aisles and galleries, it still presents a vast amount of con- 
fusion, many passages being barred and vistas closed by scaffolding and 
ladders ; while masses of iron and wood and myriads of fragments 
of glass lie scattered about in every direction. It will be remem- 
bered that the palace is arranged on a system of circular galleries, 
which admit of the classification of the various objects exhibited 
under their respective countries. The four largest of these galleries 
are 100 ft. in width, and the principal one is upwards of 80ft. in 
height from the floor to the centre of the arched roof. The outer 
gallery, reserved for machinery, is supported by 175 pillars, each 
being 85 ft. high, and weighing no less than 11tons I4cwt. If we 
add to the aggregate weight of these 175 pillars the ironwork of 
the roof of this gallery, which of itself weighs 116 tons, we get a 
total weight of iron in one gallery alone of upwards of 2160 tons. 
In addition to the park which surrounds the palace, and which 
will have its artificial river, its lake, and its cascades ; its tall timber 


trees, transported from the Bois de Vincennes ata cost of £6 1 


each ; its lawns and its flower-beds; its international clubhouse, 
with drawing, reading, smoking, billiard, and card rooms; its 
Catholic and Protestant churches ; its international theatre, where 
pieces are to be performed in the chief European languages ; 
café chantant; its restaurants, French, Chinese, and 
Russian; besides innumerable temples, pagodas, and kiosques; 
in addition to this park, which will of itself be a source of 
endless attraction, there is to be a gorgeous flower-garden ip the 
very centre of the palace, where the rarest flowers and many choice 
fruits will display themselves—the intention being that each plant 
or tree shall be transported thither surrounded by a sufficient quan- 
tity of its native soil to ensure its flourishing in a new latitude. Of 
all the buildings in the park the International Clubhouse will be, 
perhaps, the most interesting, as it will certainly be the most useful. 
The ground floor will form one great hall, 180ft. long by 190 ft. 
broad, round which will be placed writing-desks, letter-boxes, &c. 
The principal dining-room will accommodate 400 persons. Outside 
the building will be terraces and balconies, shaded by verandahs, 
whence magnificent views of Paris and the valley of the Seine will 
be obtained.

THE BELGIAN NATIONAL RIFLE-MEETING 
AT BRUSSELS. 

THE festive reception of the parties of English rifle volunteers, 
altogether numbering more than a thousand, who attended the Tir 
National, or prize meeting of riflemen, at Brussels, beginning on 
Friday, the 11th inst., and continuing through the whole of last 
week, was described and partially illustrated in our last Number. 
We now present several additional Dlustrations of some of the most 
interesting and effective scenes in this magnificent series of parades 
and public entertainments, favoured with the gracious presence of 
their Majesties the King and Queen of the Belgians, and sustained 
by the cordial exertions of the municipality and citizens of Brussels, 
who vied with each other in demonstrations of friendly welcome to 
the English and French visitors. 

The King and Queen, as was stated, reviewed the whole body of 
the foreign volunte Sunday week, immediately after Divine 
service, which was performed in the open air for the Englishmen 
by the Rev. Mr. Drury and the Rev. Mr. Jenkins, from an open 
window overlooking the Place du Musée. The responses were given 
by about a thousand men in uniform, and the effect was solemn and 
religious. 

The service having concluded, the volunteers proceeded in 
marching order, five deep, to the Boulevard du Régent, to be re- 
viewed with the other foreign riflemen by the King and Queen. The 
French National Guards and the National Guards of Holland had 
previously met in the Rue de la Loi and taken up a position on the 
boulevard between that street and the Rue Guimard. When the 
volunteers arrived they stationed themselves in line to the left of 
the Dutch National Guards. The foreign riflemen thus formed a 
long line from the Rue de la Loi nearly up to the Place du Trone. 
The French were on the right, commanded by Major de Deherpe. 
Next came the Dutch, under Major Meder; then the English artil- 
lery corps, the English riflemen and cavalry, with their bands in the 
centre, commanded by Colonel Loyd-Lindsay. 

At a quarter past twelve the Burgomaster, accompanied by 
Lieutenant-General Pentinckx and Baron Fievlant, Captain of the 
Staff of the Civic Guard, went to take the last orders of his Majesty 
the King. The shouts of the crowd and repeated cries of “ Vive le 
Roi!” and “Vive la Reine!” announced the arrival of their 
Majesties. The King wore the uniform of a Lieutenant-General ; 
the Queen was also on horseback, in a plain black riding-habit. 
Their Majesties were accompanied by a numerous and brilliant staff, 
among whom were Lieutenant-General Renard, General Frison, com- 
manding the first cavalry division ; Lieutenant-General Pentinckx, 
the Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, and officers of the staff of the 
Civic Guard and of the regiments in garrison at Brussels. 

The King and Queen were enthusiastically received by all the 
foreign volunteers, At the moment they passed the English front 
the band of the Ist Surrey volunteers struck up the “ Brabangonne,” 
and loud hurrahs filled the air, The riflemen waved their 
caps and raised them upon the points of their bayonets, 
Their Majesties, accompanied by the staff, came to the front. 
The volunteers were formed in columns, and, marching through the 
Rue de la Loi and the Rue Royale, reached the Place du Palais at 
the same time as their Majesties. A detachment of gendarmes com- 
menced the march past. Chef de Bataillon Dehe shouted in a 
loud voice, “ Vive le Roi! Vive la Reine!” and all the National 
Guards took up the cry with enthusiasm. The Dutch volunteers 
followed with loud cries of “ Leve de Koning ! Leve de Koningin !” 
The bands of the riflemen then took up their position in front of 
their Majesties, and the English volunteers filed past in close ranks, 
uttering the most enthusiastic shouts. 

When the march past was finished, the King testified to M. 
Anspach, the ae of Brussels, his own satisfaction and that 
of the Queen at the hearty reception they had experienced from the 
foreign riflemen and the population of the capital. His Majesty 
added that he greatly admired the foreign riflemen for their martial 
bearing and the precision of their mancew declaring he had 
rarely seen finer troops. “They are splendid men,” said the King. 
Their Majesties then withdrew, amid the prolonged acclamations of 
the multitude. 

On Wednesday week the King went to visit the shooting-place, or 
Tir, which is distant two miles from the city. His Majesty was 
in an open carriage and four, with the Lord Mayor of London sitting 
by his side and General De Liem opposite to him. 
the uniform of a Lieutenant-General of the Belgian army, 
this occasion the ribbon of the Order of Leopold was not across his 
shoulders. There was a broad piece of crape on his left arm, and all 
the Royal servants had their gold bands covered with crape, as 
mourning for the late King. the Lord Mayor was in the uniform 
of a Deputy Lieutenant, and wore the Order of id. Four other 
open carriages and four followed his Majesty, all splendidly horsed 
and elegant in their ai tments, and a equadron of the Guides 
brought up the rear. Turning from the park to the line of streets 
leading across the boulevards to the suburban road by which the 
building of the Tir National is a , the cortége proceeded at a 
slow trot, for it was impossible to drive rapidly through the carriages 
and the crowds that everywhere all but blocked up the carriage 
way. On each side of the road are lofty trees, beneath which run 
the footpaths, From many of those trees flags depended; and, 
indeed, all the houses within sight of his Majesty were decorated. 
Arrived at the space in front of the building, the King descended 
and made an inspection of the Garde Civiqne, who were drawn up

Affairs; M. Alphonse Vanderpeereboom, Minister of 
terior; Generals Renard, Brialmont, Goethals, D’Hanins de 
foerkerke, Dubent Borremans, and Major Goffinet and Lieutenant 
Londen, officers of the staff. Having paseed along the inside of the 
four sides of the square, the King ascended the steps at the entrance 
of the building and the troops defiled before him in companies, each 
company shouting “ Vive le Roi!” as it passed his Majesty. The 
appearance of the various corps of the Garde Civique, cavalry, 
jufantry, chasseurs, éclaireurs, and artillery, was very picturesque, 


The Tir building resembles the south wing of the Great Exhibition 
Palace at Kensington, but is much hatidsomer. In thecentre is a pro- 
jection, the upper story of which serves as a bureau for the Commission 
Directrice du Tir; and at each extremity are smaller projections in 
the same style. The top is castellated along the entire length, and 
the roof affords space for standing or walking on the leads. That day 
every little castle from end to end had its handsome Belgian flag, 
and all the spaces between the raised brickwork were filled wit 
ladies, radiant in light and brilliant clothing; for the day was mild 
and the sun shone out strongly. Flags were displayed from the 
walls of the lower part of the building also; streamers were passed 
from tree to tree on the space in front; bright carpet was laid on 
the path by which the King was to pass in; and such were the floral 
decorations of the alcove at the entrance that it was like a bower. 
Immediately in front of the building and outside the grass plot 
which forms its lawn was the high road, with a long line of car- 
ri drawn = / on each side, and thousands of men, women, and 
children assembled. Outside the highway was an extensive country 
of hill and dale, all smiling in the luxurious tints of autumn, the 
wood and palace of Laeken crowning the height which bound the 
landscape in the distance. 

The troops having marched past, the King entered the building, 
and was received, under the president’s canopy and amid the flowers, 
by M. Dailly, who read a short address, thanking his Majesty for 
his uniform patronage of the Tir, and congratulating him upon 
the succession of loyal demonstrations with which he had been met 
in the provinces and in his capital during his recent visits to the 
various fétes throughout Belgium. The King, in a few earnest 
words, returned thanks, He then eeu up and down the series of 
open windows which form the firing-points, stopping at nearly 
every one to see a shot fired. All this time the incessant cries of 
“Vive le Roi!” “Vive la Famille Royale!” rose loud above even 
the rifle-shots, no voice being silent among the hundreds of people 
who lined his path. The King made minute inquiries respecting 
the best shots, and closely examined the bull’s-eyes which had been 
perforated. 

The long-range ground was situated at a somewhat greater 
distance from town than the Tir. It was admirably chosen. The 
competing riflemen, standing on one hill, fired across a valley at the 
targets, which were put up in a trench on another height, the 
distance being 500 yards. Besides the sighting one, there were two 
targets for the volunteers and one for the Belgians, The system of 
= was precisely the same as that carried out at Wimbledon. 

The ball given to the English and French volunteers by the 
Royal Philharmonic Society, on Monday week, was most brilliant. 
The rooms were beautifully decorated, and the refreshments were of the 
choicest kind, in profuse abundance. The president of the —7> M, 
Wouters, and when Colonel Lindsay and M. Deherpe arrived, shortly 
after ten, this gentleman addressed the representatives of the 
French and English visitors in a short but eloquent and compli- 
mentary speech. Towards the conclusion of the address there was a 
bustle of excitement throughout the room, and it passed from one to 
the other that the Lord Mayor of London was on the landing and would 
enter the saloon in a minute. He was dressed in a plain evening 
suit, but wore about the neck his ribbon and suspended badge of 
Commander of the Order of Leopold. M. Wouters had a word for 
the distinguished new comer in a moment, and wound up by saying, 
“We shall ever feel grateful for the reception you have given our 
Sovereign in England.” The Lord Mayor repli His concluding 
sentence was, “I love Belgium, its King, its people, its free insti- 
tutions ; and I hope that Belgium will ever continue prosperous and 
happy.” The Lord Mayor was then led round the room, and in all 
quartvrs was received with repeated bursts of hurrahs. The orchestra 
jane os “ Partant pour la Syrie,” followed by “God Save the Queen,” 
and the Dutch air came after that, and Belgium at last had its turn 
in the Brabancgonne.

myself. You have, indeed, received the mention of my name with 
a kindness which I shall never forget. ‘The kindness of the reception 
you gave to the Belgian volunteers lately at Wimbledon naturally inspired us 
with the wish to make some return for great attentions you then showed 
to them. Brussels is far from offering to visitors the same attractions as 
your own capital, but a friendly people has welcomed you with the 
sincerest cordiality, and with that profound esteem which your devotion to 
your own country gives you a claim to expect from any other. It is with great 
satisfaction I observe that so large a body of British volunteers have crossed 
the seas to fraternise with their French, Dutch, and Belgian competitors. I 
bid you all a hearty welcome, and rejoice to have the opportunity of drinking 
to the health of the British volunteers, for whom I entertain the very highest 
admiration. 

In reply to the French toast, his Majesty said in French :— 

I am happy that the French riflemen have come to fraternise with ours and 
to take part in our national fétes. Belgium has not forgotten what the foun- 
dation of her independence owes to your great and generous country. I 
rejoice to see the France of to-day continue the same kindness towards us, 
and the sympathies of the two nations respond so well to the excellent rela- 
tions of the two Governments.

The late Mr. Fisher Hobbs has left £500 to the Agricultural

THE IRON CROWN OF LOMBARDY. 


THE emblem of Lombard sovereignty, which has been handed over 
by the Emperor of Austria to the King of Italy, in pursuance of 
the treaty for the cession of the Lombardo-Venetian provinces, is 
commonly called “the iron crown.” It does, in fact, contain an iron 
hoop or circlet, fixed inside, which was anciently believed to have 
been made of the nails of Ohrist’s cross; but the crown is princi- 
pally composed, like other regalia, of gold, set with precious stones, 
as shown in our Illustration, It was first used at the beginning of 
the seventh century, by Agilulf, who was chosen King of the 
Lombards on the death of King Antharic, wy favour of Queen 
Theodelinda, daughter of Garibaldus, King of Bavaria. The matri- 
monial adventures of King Agilulf are familiar to the readers of the 
Decameron. The Lombard crown was worn by Charlemagne two cen- 
turies after that date, and removed at his death to Aix-la-Chapelle, but 
afterwards restored to Italy. It was preserved as one of the insignia of 
the Holy Roman Empire, and used in the coronation of fifty 
Emperors, during a period of one thousand years. In 1795, when 
the armies of the French Revolution overran Italy, the iron crown 
was transported to Vienna; but when the house of Austria, after 
the defeat of Austerlitz, was compelled to renounce the old imperial 
title, the iron crown, with the kingdom of Italy, fell into the | 
possession of Napoleon I. It was recovered by the Emperor of 
Austria in 1814, and kept at Monza, near Milan, till the French- |

Italian war of 1859, when it was placed, for greater safety, in the 
fortress of Mantua, but has latterly been kept at Vienna. It is 
doubtless one of the most authentic and interesting relics of historical 
antiquity existing in Europe.

Gocthe determined to raise it 
a dramatic epic, on which he might exhaust all the resources 
of a sedulously cultivated mind. Since the year 1798, when it was 
first published, it has been the main topic of critical controversy, 
Amidst all the differences of opinion, it is impossible not to feel the 
singular beauty of the poem, its unsurpassed felicities of imagery and 
diction, and the despondent melancholy which is the ruling temper 
of the whole. We are affected by it as we are by Shakspeare’s 
“ Hamlet.” Faust is, like him, a student; like him, has found 
the world an unweeded garden; like him, bears about with 
him a “world-wearied flesh;" is overburdened with too much 
thinking, and, finally, rushes into sensuality to rid himself of “ the 
scholar’s melancholy,” which the Danish Prince felt so heavily, 
though not destined to get rid of the weight in the same 
manner. Faust propounds to himself the enigma of human life, and 
Goethe sought in the second part of the poem to supply the solution, 
Such is the work which Mr. Bayle Bernard has been employed 
to reduce within stage limits, in order to its production as a 
spectacle on the stage of me § Lane Theatre. A few 
years ago, it will be recollected that Mr. Charles Kean, with 
a similar pu , adapted a French version, made by M. Michel 
Carré, in which he acted the part of Mephistopheles on the boards of 
the Princess’s Theatre. But the dialogue of this was so different 
from that of the master himself that the students of German poetry 
were dissatisfied with the experiment, which nevertheless was not 
unpopular. Mr, Bernard has sought to content the former by a 
more rigid adherence to the text. Nevertheless, he has been com- 
pelled to alter, omit, and transpose passages, in order to meet the 
exigences of dramatic form, in regard to place, and to bring the 
performance within the limit of a reas le time. Nay, fur- 
ther, he has rendered the dialogue in blank verse, thus altering 
its tone altogether, and given of its lyrical portions a few exam- 
ples only, accompanied with music from Bishop, Spohr, Mendel- 
ssohn and Weber. A mere symbol of the great poem is, therefore, 
afforded to the public as an acted drama, rather suggesting the 
mighty original than representing it with any degree of adequacy. 
But could more be done in any way? Some may, perhaps, com- 
plain of Mr. Bernard's selections; but had others been made in- 
stead similar objections might have been urged in respect to 
many which must have been then omitted. It must be confessed, 
at any rate, that Mr. Bernard has proceeded like an artist. He 
determined to throw his materials into the form of five acts, and 
thus to endow them with a consistency otherwise unattainable, 
This form has given the law to his adaptation, and the judi- 
cious manner in which it has been applied secures the success 
of the piece. We have now a complete play before us, regular 
in its structure, with a unity of interest and plan, Margaret 
being the central figure. As one of the objects of the production 
was to present an acceptable spectacle, the scenes of the Walpurgis 
Night and the revels of the witches on the Brocken, have been 
thrown into the fourth act, where they create a diversion which not 
only relieves the serious or tragic interest, but invests it with a 
poetic element in which the fancy is the predominant power. Of 
course, it has not been possible to place Goethe's text on the stage 
in its entirety, or anything like it; but the chosen indices 
are sufficient to suggest the weird spirit and fuller details of the 
original text. The drama commences with Faust in his study, 
where he invokes the aid of, and is visited by, spirits, whose 
choruses are heard. He then summons Mephistopheles, who enters 
and explains, transforms Faust into a youth, and lectures his 
scholars. Faust is then prepared to visit the world, under the 
—— of the busy Fiend, and to be blessed with the possession of 
argaret, whose magic portrait at the spinning-wheel is exhibited, 
while Mephistopheles and his dupe stand entranced, as it were, by 
the vision. With this tableau, wonderfally effective, the first act 
ends. The second contrives to blend, in one scene on the Grand 
Platz of the city, the festive groups of the holiday season and the 
tricks that Mephistopheles plays on the roystering travellers. Here 
Mr. Harrison is introduced as Valentine, singing a soldier's song. 
Here Margaret is also made to come from the cathedral and to have 
her first meeting with Faust. The third act tells the story of the 
jewels deposited to tempt her, and that of the double wooing in 
artha’s garden. Both scenes are well indicated. Margaret 
receives from Faust a sleeping-draught to administer to her mother, 
ignorant that it is poison. In the fourth act, as we have said, the 
alpurgis Night is contained; but these weird scenes are preceded 
by Margaret’s gossip with Lizette at the city fountain, and her 
consequent remorse, while kneeling before the Mater Dolorosa and 
suffering under the evil suggestions of Mephistopheles. The fifth 
act shows the duel with Valentine, and the imprisonment of 
Margaret, with her death and apotheosis. Faust, resolving to die 
with his victim, manifests a grace which Mephistopheles cannot 
resist. He therefore retires from the contest, leaving it to be sup- 
posed that Faust is saved—thus suggesting the whole action which 
com the second part of Goethe's m, and anticipating its 
termination. If this idea were at all feasible we think it would 
have been worth while to have made more of it; but the audience 
were satisfied, and criticism may therefore be silent. The burden of 
the acting lay upon Mr. Phelps and his son, who sustained the parts 
of Mephistopheles and Faust. The former endowed the fiend with 
an affected monotone, which served well enough to exhibit his 
deliberate scorn, and brought to the ear of the audience every 
syllable of his speeches distinctly. The latter was passionate 
and impulsive, and acted gracefully and with energy. Mrs. 
Hermann Vezin, as Margaret, was interesting and pathetic ; and Mrs. 
H. Vandenhoff made an excellent Martha. The scenery was 
throughout superb, and that of the Walpurgis Glen was a marvel— 
i Mr. Beverley's pencil was never more effectively employed. 
The subordinate parts were adequately filled. Mr. Harrison also 
distinguished himself in the last act as Valentine, and won deserved 
plaudits. On the fall of the curtain the audience expressed their 
approbation with unequivocal enthusiasm, showing that even more 
an a success had been achieved—namely, a triumph. 

A new burlesque on the subject of “Der Freischiitz” was pro- 
duced on Saturday at the Standard Theatre. It was illustrated by 
some capital scenery, painted by Mr. Richard Douglass, and the 
costumes were of the costliest kind.

THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH UNVEILING THE STATUE OF THE LATE PRINCE CONSORT AT GLASGOW. 
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THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH AND THE PRINCE 
CONSORT’S STATUE AT GLASGOW. 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh was at Glasgow, on 
Thursday woot, for the purpose of inaugurating the statue which 
has been erected in George’s-square, in memory of his late father, 
the Prince Consort. He was accompanied by Dr. Lyon ee 
Lieutenant Haig, Equerry in Waiting ; General Hamilton, the Hon. 
Colonel Francis Cockburn, and Captain Graham. He came by train 
from Edinburgh, and was received at the railway station by Lord 
Belhaven, Lord Lieutenant of Lanarkshire, who introduced the Lord 
Provost of Glasgow, Sheriff Sir Archibald Alison, and Mr. Peter 
Clouston, Outside the station a large crowd had assembled to wel- 
come the Prince, the Queen’s Own Yeomanry Cavalry 

keeping the ground. The party, amid the loud cheers 

of the assembly, at once drove off to the residence of the 

Lord Provost, where the Duke had luncheon, After 

making the tour of the city he was conducted to the 

City-hall, to receive the freedom of the city, arriving 

there a few minutes after two o'clock. The Prince was 

heartily welcomed by the chief citizens, their wives, and 
daughters. He wore the Highland costume—the tartan 

being that known as the Royal Stuart. The National 

Anthem having been played by the city organist, the 

Lord Provost proceeded to confer citizenship on the 

Prince, with an appropriate address, handing him the 

usual certificate. 

His Royal Highness, in reply, said :— 


My Lord Provost, Magistrates, and Members of the Town Coancil 
of Glasgow,—I accept with feelings of pleasure and gratitude the 
bonour which you have conferred upon me as a burgess of this 
ancient city. Yeu have done justice to my desire tocultivate friendly 
relations between the people of this country and myself, and in 
this sense I am glad to find that I have now a right to consider 
myself a citizen of Glasgow, and to share with my fellow-citizens 
those feelings of pride which its achievements in the arts entitle 
us to entertain. It is no small boast that this city was the 
birthplace of James Watt, and that his access to one of the 
popular scientific institutions of the town laid the foundation for 
bis marvellous improvements in the steam-engine. Neither am 
1, a sailor, likely to forget that the prectical application of steam 
to navigation was first made on the Clyde, which has since that 
time been deepened and improved by science and loyal energy, 
so that Glasgow has become one of the grand commercial 
emporiums of the world. The first steamer, the Comet, 
constructed by Bell, with its 40 ft. keel and 10) ft. beam, 
was truly a pigmy by the side of the gigantic men-of- 
war and ships of commerce now built by Napier and other 
eminent shipbuilders on the banks of the Clyde, and which, in 
the exercise of my profession, I have often admired. I thank 
you sincerely for the kind and encouraging words which you 
have addressed to me as an officer of the Navy. This branch of 
the national service keenly appreciates the support and commen 
dation of a great commercial city such as Glasgow. It will be a 
source of pleasure to transmit to the Queen your appreciation of 
the patriotic qualities which endeared my lamented father to 
this country. I desire to follow in his footsteps as far as my 
abilities permit me, by giving constant attention, as he did, to the 
promotion of the sciences, arts, manufactures, and commerce, 
and to those social improvements of the people which tend to 
increase their knowledge and promote their wellbeing. The 
statue which is to be inaugurated this day, while it furnishes 
your lasting record of the worth of the Prince Consort, will also, 
1 trust, be an encouragement to each of our citizens to labour for 
the general good of the country, by proving that the cultivation 
of the peaceful arts is a claim to honour and gratitude which the 
people at large are glad to recognise. 

At the conclusion of his Royal Highness’s reply, the 
whole assemblg rose and cheered heartily. A procession 
was then formed, including all the corporate bodies, city 
clergy, and the members of the learned professions, 
escorted by the Queen’s Own Yeomanry Cavalry, the line 
being kept by a large body of volunteers and police, also 
sided by wooden barricades which lined the streets lead- 
ing to George-square, where the statue was to be 
unveiled. There was an immense number of spectators, 
every point where a view of the procession could 
be had being occupied, The rain spoilt the display 
of flags and banners, but the loyal enthusiasm of the 
people was not damped, and the Prince was very heartily 


sony of unveiling the statue was commenced 
oy the Rev. Dr, Norman MacLeod offering up prayers ; 
after which Mr, Peter Clouston read an address to his 
Royal Highness, which detailed the proceedings of the 
committee of subscribers to erect the monument, and 
thanked him for graciously consenting to inaugurate it. 
Iu reply the Duke said :— 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemenof the Memorial Committee,—It 
isa very pleasant and grateful duty which has devolved upon 
me to represent her Majesty on the occasion of the inauguration 
of a statue to the memory of my beloved father in a city known 
throughout the world not only for the successful prosecution of 
manufacturing industry, but also for the origin of some of the 
most important inventions in the arts which have added to the 
comforts and resources of mankind, Asa son I feel proud that 
this industrial capital of Scotland should have placed on 
permanent record their sense of the value of the labours of 
the Prince Consort in promoting those arts and sciences 
which, in their application to industry, contributed so 
much to the prosperity of manufacture and commerce. 
1 shall not fail to express to the Queen the sentiments of 
loyalty to her Vajesty’s gracious person to which you have 
atluded in your address, and which are confirmed by the lively 
interest of the people in the proceedings of this day. The 
Queen will be deeply touched by your expressions of affection 
and regard for the poney of her lamented consort. I con- 
gratulate this city—in the 
a right to feel an interest -on the fact of having one of ite 
principal squares adorned by the art of such a distinguished 
sculptor as Marochetti; and I believe it will be agreeable to the 
feelings of the people, as it certainly is to the Queen and Royal 
family, that you have —_- together in close proximity the 
statues of her Majesty and of the Prince Consort. 

Che Duke of Edinburgh then stepped forward and un- 
veiled the statue, amid the enthusiastic cheers of the 
large assemblage. The monument is an equestrian 
statue, and represents the late Prince Consort reining in 
a charger.

THE QUEEN OPENING THE ABERDEEN 
WATERWORKS. 

THE ceremony of opening the New Gravitation Waterworks for sup- 
plying the town of Aberdeen with water from the river Dee at 
airnton, was performed by her Majesty the Queen, on Tuesday 
week, in presence of the Lord Provost, the commissioners, the 

council and magistrates, and a large concourse of spectators. 
These waterworks are an undertaking of great magnitude and 
usefulness, The supply of water was formerly taken from the 
river Dee at the Old Bade , about two miles from the town ; but the

Dee Works has long been The town has extended largely to

Two reservoirs are provided, one, the largest, at Invercannie, 450 ft, 
in diameter, where the ceremony took slean and the other at Pit- 
fodels, two miles from the city, of rather less dimensions. 

The morning of Tuesday week opened with the promise of a fine 
autumnal day. It was mild, and even warm, for the season; and 
although the clouds looked somewhat ominous just before the hour 
of the ceremony, with the exception of a slight shower, the weather 
was all that could have been wished. The police commissioners 
left Aberdeen by the first ordinary train of the ide Railway, and 
arrived at Banchory, along with a large number of citizens, ‘about 
nine in the morning. Here conveyances were in attendance to take 
the party to Invercannie, which was reached about half an hour 
later. The boys of Gordon’s Hospital, headed by their 
masters, accompanied the train, and, to the music of 
their fife and drum band, marched from Banchory to In- 
vercannie and took up a position on the north side of the 
reservoir. The Lord Provost, who was accompanied by 
Lady Anderson, drove from Aberdeen, and, on his 
arrival within the inclosure around the reservoir, was 
received with loud cheers. 

Invercannie, where the ceremony was fixed to take 
place, is situated in the parish of Banchory-Ternan, three 
miles from the village of Banchory and twenty-one miles 
from Aberdeen. Being the site of the principal reservcir, 
and perhaps the place best suited for the opening cere- 
mony, though rather too distant from the city, the 
arrangements for the accommodation of the public were 
most complete. All the ground was fenced in by gal- 
vanised repe wire, and everything that skill could de- 
vise was done for the safety of the spectators. To the 
south of the reservoir and immediately behind the place 
where the water was to be let into the immense basin, a 
grand stand was agg ay ble of accommodating 
upwards of 450 persons. e front was tastefully deco- 
rated with rowan, evergreens, and holly ; and as the stand 
commanded an excellent view, it was crowded by a bril- 
liant assemblage of ladies and gentlemen. around 
the ground was well occupied, and it may be estimated 
that altogether upwards of 8500 people were present. 

About eleven o’clock detachments from the seven 
volunteer rifle corps of Kincardineshire, in which county 
Invercannie is situated, arrived on the ground, and were 
drawn up in order in front of the grand stand, A 
crimson carpet was laid on a flooring of wood from the 
Queen’s marquee to the side of the pe tank, 
where the inauguration took place. The s n front 
was kept clear, and the commissioners of police and 
town council ranged themselves on each side to wait the 
arrival of her Majesty. It was arranged that by the aid 
of machinery the simple act of turning a silver handle 
fixed on an axle lifted the sluice, admitting the water 
into the measuring tank, and thence over the gauge weir 
into the reservoir. 

Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Helena, Princess 
Louisa, Prince Arthur, Prince Christian, General Grey, 
Sir Stafford Northcote, Colonel Ponsonby, the Duchess 
of Roxburghe, Lady Churchill, and Dr. eatin left 
Balmoral about ten in the morning, and posted to 
Ballater. At this the present terminus of the Aboyne 
and Braemar Railway a special train was waiting to 
convey the Royal party to Inchmarlo, the nearest point 
on the Deeside ilway to Invercannie, Colonel 
Farquharson, chairman of the Aboyne and Braemar 
Railway Company; Mr. John Duncan, chairman of the 
Deeside Railway Company and Mr. W. B. Ferguson, 
secretary, received her Majesty, and took their places in 
the train, which left Ballater at 11.12 am. After a 
pleasant run, Inchmarlo was reached at 11.58. 
a — temporary platform was erected, and on 
alighting from the yal saloon her Majesty was re- 
ceived by Sir James H. Burnett, Bart., Lord Lieutenant 
of Kincardineshire; Patrick Davidson, of Inchmarlo. 
lord of the manor; and Sheriff A. B. Shand. Preceded 
by these gentlemen, her Majesty was conveyed in her 
private carriage—an open one, drawn by fourgreys—by 
the west gate of the policies of Inchmarlo and by the 
Cairnton road, entering the inclosure from the west. 
The mansion house of Inchmarlo was decorated with 
flags ; at the entrance to the grounds two floral pillars 
decked with evergreens and holly were covered with 
flags; and all along the route the same manifestations of 
loyalty were to be observed. From almost every house 
in the hamlet of Invercannie and in the neighbourhood, 
bunting waved, or some token of rejoicing was displayed. 

The arrival of her Majesty within the inclosure was 
the si for general cheering. She was received by 
Lord Provost Ancerson. The volunteers presented arms, 
the city battalion band struck up the National Anthem, 
and, amid the ringing cheers of the uncovered spectators, 
her Majesty was conducted by the Lord Provost to the

M. Thouvenel 
proved himself equal to the work he had to do, and performed it with credit 
and success, He, in 1859, returned to France to fill the office of Foreign 
Minister, a post which he held until 1864, when he retired. He has since 
been a senator. M. Thouvenel was the author of a work updén Hungary and 
Wallachia, composed of his historical notes and recollections while travel- 
ling in those countries. _—_ 
LORD IVORY. 


James Ivory, late a Senator of the College of Justice in Scotland, under 
the title of Lord Ivory, whose death has just occurred, was the son of Thomas 
Ivory, Esq., of Dundee, and was the nephew of James Ivory, Esq., K.H., F.R.8., 
the celebrated mathematician and writer on astronomy. He was born at 
Dundee, in 1792, and was educated at Edinburgh University. He was called 
to the Scottish Bar in 1816, and succeeded in obtaining at it a large practice 
and a high reputation. He, in 1830, was chosen by Lord Advocate Jeffrey as 
one of his Deputies ; and in 1839 he wae appointed Sheriff of Caithness, and 
the following year he was transferred to the sheriffdom of Bute. In 1839 
he was appointed Solicitor-General of Scotland, and the following year was 
raised to the Bench of the Court of Session. In 1849 Lord Ivory became also 
one of the Lords of Justiciary. After a long and able judicial career, he 
retired in October, 1862. Asa Judge, Lord Ivory was in much repute for the 
soundness of his decisions. Possessed of great legal knowledge, he had a 
ready and acute mind for accurately balancing the principles of law and 
evidence. Many of his interlocutors, notes, and opinions, attest the mathe- 
matical clearness and true judicial quality of his mind. In addition to this, 
his dignified bearing and high sense of honour always commanded respect. 
In politics his Lordship was a Liberal. He was also in private life much 
liked and esteemed. Lord Ivory married, in 1817, Miss Lawrie, daughter of 
Alexander Lawrie, Esq., deputy gazette-writer for Scotland, and leaves a 
family, of whom two sons are now members of the Scottish Bar. 


CHARLES LUSHINGTON, ESQ. 

Charles Lushington, Esq., late M.P. for Westminster, who died recently, 
was a scion of the highly honourable and distinguished Berkshire family of 
Lushington, and was the third son of Sir Stephen Lushington, first Baronet, 
of South Hill, Berks, for a long time a director and for several years chair- 
man of the East India Company, by his wife, Hester, daughter of John 
Boldero, Esq., of Aspeden Hall, Hertfordshire, and was the brother of the 
eminent civilian, the Right Hon. Stephen Lushington, D.C.L., Dean of the 
Arches Court and Judge of the Court of Admiralty, and uncle of Admiral Sir 
Stephen Lushington, K.C.B. He was born in 1785; and early in life, like 
many others of his family, he entered the civil service of the East India Com- 
pany : he closed his career as Secretary to the Government of Bengal. He 
was M.P. for Ashburton from 1833 to 1841, and for Westminster from 1847 to 
1852. He advocated advanced Liberal views ; be was in favour of abolishing 
religious endowments, of doing away with capital punishment, of the ballot, 
triennial Parliaments, an extensive reform, and a substitution of property 
tax for income tax. He was no less constant in speaking than in voting for 
these measures. He married, first, in 1805, Sarah, daughter of General 
Joseph Gascoyne, which lady died in 1839; and, secondly, in 1844, Julia, 
widow of Thomas Teed, Esq., of Stanmore, Middlesex,

yer Henry John Arkwright, whose lamentable death was caused by 
the fall of an avalanche, on the 13th inst., while he was ascending Mont 
Blanc, was the fourth son of the late John Arkwright, Eeq., of Hampton 
Court, Herefordshire, J.P., and in 1831 High Sheriff for that county, by his 
wife, Sarah, eldest daughter of Sir Hungerford Hoskyns, seventh Baronet, of 
Harewood, and was brother of the present John Hungerford Arkwright, Esq., 
of Hampton Court, and great-grandson of the famous Sir Richard Arkwright, 
the founder of the spinning-frame. He was, when he so miserably perished, 
in his twenty-ninth year, and was a Captain in the $4th Foot, and an extra 
Aide-de-Camp to his Excellency the Marquis of Abercorn, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. He had previously served as Aide-de-Camp to the late Lord 
Carlisle and to the Earl of K ~~ | when Lords Lieutenant of Ireland. 
Captain Arkwright was not married. He leaves six brothers and five sisters. 
Two of his elder brothers have gone to Chamoun! to search for the remains 
of their unfortunate relative.

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THE CATHEDRAL OF ST. ANDREW, INVERNESS, 
THE foundation-stone of a cathedral church, dedicated to St, 
Andrew, for the see of Moray, Ross, and Caithness, in the Scottish 
Episcopal communion, was laid at Inverness, on Wednesday week, 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. The Inverness Courier gives a 
full report of the proceedings, which commenced with morning ser- 
vice, at eleven o'clock, in the Bishop’s Mission Chapel, where the 
pe A was chanted by the Rev. Mr. Sellar, of St. Peter’s, Edinburgh, 
and the Rev. Mr. Palmer, of Aberdeen, the responses being led by 
the choir of St. Mary’s, Aberdeen. A large assembly of clergy, in 
in their surplices and hoods, preceded by the choristers, entered the 
chapel in procession, followed by the Bishops of Argyll, St. Andrews, 
Aberdeen, and Glasgow ; the coadjutor Bishop of Edinburgh, the 
Bishop of North Carolina ; the Bishop of Moray and Ross (Primus 
of the Scottish Episcopate), with his registrar and four chap- 
lains; and the Archbishop of Canterbury, attended by his verger. 

e communion service was read and the sacrament administered 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of Moray and 
Ross. When the service was done, the procession was again formed, 
with the choirs of Aberdeen and Inverness, the building and finance 
committees, the architect and contractors, escorted by the artillery 
volunteers and band of the Highland Light Infantry Militia, to 
march to the site of the cathedral, which is on the west bank of 
the river, adjoining Ardross-street, and just above the new 
Suspension Brid The foundations had been excavated, and the 
walls of the building raised 4ft. high, making a substantial in- 
closure, which was decorated with flags and banners. The pro- 
cession entered by the north gate, chanting the 132nd Psalm ; and, 
having reached the block of stone, suspended from a lofty crane, 
to be laid on this occasion, the Archbishop delivered a brief 
exhortation, to which the congregation made response ; another psalm 
was chanted, a prayer uttered by his Grace, and a hymn sung; 
after which the Archbishop, assisted by Mr. Alexander Ross, 
the architect, and Mr. Andrew Fraser, the builder, prepared to lay 
the stone. The square having been applied and the lime spread, the 
stone was placed on its bed, and the plummet and level were applicd 
in due order. The mallet was then handed to his Grace, With an 
improvement on the usual ceremony on such occasions, the Arch- 
bishop struck the stone three times, repeating the following sen- 
tence :-—“ Thus, and thus, and thus, I lay this stone, in the name of 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” The choir, the clergy, and the 
assembled multitude heartily responded “Amen,” The trowel used 
by his Grace was of a handsome silver model, shaped like an ordinary 
mason’s trowel, but with an ivory handle, on which the Archbishop s 
mitre was neatly engraved. The blade bore an inscription recording 
the date of the ceremony; on the back it was engraved with the ar:«s 
of the town of Inverness. In the cavity under the stone a casket was 
deposited, containing a brass plate with an inscription, and the names 
of the persons concerned in building the cathedral, a number of coins, 
the Scottish Prayer-book and New Testament, and the Inverness local 
newspapers. he Archbishop having made solemn proclamation 
of the act which he had performed, the Hundredth Psalm was sung 
4 the choirs of the Bishop’s Mission Chapel and of the West 

After a concluding 
prayer, the procession was formed once more, with the band play- 
ing, and marched back to the Bishop’s Mission Chapel. In the 
afternoon a splendid banquet was given to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in the Music-hall, the Bishop of Moray and Ross pre- 
siding, and the company numbering about 300 ladies and gentlemen, 
amongst whom were the Ear! end Countess of Strathmore, the Earl 
and Countess of Kinnoul, Lord Saltoun, Lord Rollo, Vice-Admiral 
Eden, and all the Scottish Bishops.

BURNING OF THE STANDARD THEATRE, 
SHOREDITCH. 

At daybreak on Sunday morning the Standard Theatre, in Shore- 
ditch—where the first performance of the burlesque of “ Der 
Freischtitz” had drawn together a crammed audience of 3000 persons 
on Saturday night—was discovered to be on fire. In two or three 
hours it became a heap of ruins, as shown in our Lllustration. The 
engines of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade and those of the Southwark 
Bridge-road, Watling-street, Farringdon-street, Bishopsgate-ctreet, 
King-street, and Chandos-street stations were plied with great 
energy to save the adjoining houses, as from the first it was 
seen that the theatre was doomed. With the exception of a small 
dwelling-house, the surrounding property remains comparatively 
intact. The fire raged furiously, and by nine o'clock the building 
was completely gutted, the outside walls only remaining. Scenery, 
dresses, stage, and fittings ofj@ll kinds were destroyed. The engines 
ceased working about eleven @tlock. The damage it is difficult to 
estimate ; but Mr. Douglass, to whom the entire freehold belonged, 
was insured to a certain extent in the North British and Mercantile, 
the Pheenix, and other offices.
